WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Kennedy has or­ 
dered a new review of the 
nation’s 
defenses

light of Soviet threats to 
Berlin, it was disclosed to­ 
day. 


Deputy Defense Secretary Bos­ 
well L. Gilpatrick said the Presi­ 
dent ordered the review Saturday 
after Soviet Prem ier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev announced that Rus­ 
sia was calling off its planned 
m ilitary m anpower reductions. 
Gilpatric disclosed the P resi­ 
dent’s directive in testim ony to a 
Senate appropriations subcommit­ 
tee. He said it would be an­ 
nounced formally later today. 


If the defense review' leads to 
the conclusion that m ilitary spend­ 
ing should be boosted, ’ revised 
budget requests will be submitted 
to Congress, Gilpatric told the 
subcommittee.
